© Emiſſion of Sixty Thouſand Pounds in Bills of Credit 
© ph this Province. My Reaſon for this Apprehen- 


ion is grounded on the following InſiruRtion to Gover- 


nor Shute in 720, and which has been communicatcd 
to you: Whereas Ads have been paſſed in ſome of 
« his Majeſty's Plantations in America, for ſtriking Bills 
© of Credit, and ping. the ſame, in order to dif- 
© charge their publick Debts, and other Purpoſes, from 
© whence ſeveral Inconveniences have aroſe, it is there» 
< fore his Majeſty's Will and Pleaſure, that for the ſy- 
© ture you dv not give your Aſſent to, or paſs any AR 
© in Majeſty's Province of the Maſſachuſets-Bay, 
under your Government, whereby Bills of Cregit may 
© be Nruck or iſſued in Lieu of Money, or for Pay- 
ment of Money, either to you the Governor, or the 
© Commander in Chief, orany of his Majeſty's Council, 
© or of the Aﬀembly of Maſachuſets- Bay, or to any 
© other Perſon whatever, without a Clauſe be inſerted in 
© ſach AQ, declaring, that the ſame ſhall not take Ef. 
c feR until the Tail AR has been approved and confirm- 
© ed by his Majeſty, except Acts for raiſing and ſettling

Now I find that the only InfiruRtion already given 
to Governor Shute, about raiſing and ſettling a Publick 
Revenue for Yeftaying the neceſſary Charges of the Go- 


vernment of the ſaid Province, was given in 1716, 


which is as follows': © Whereas it is neceffary that due 
© Proviſion be made for the Support of the Government 
© of Nis Majeſty's ſaid Province, by fetting apart ſuſk- 
© cient Allowance to you his Captain-General, and Go- 
© vernor in Chief, and to his Majeſty's Lieutenant: Go- 
© vernor or Commander in Chiet far the Time being, 
© reſiding within the ſame : And whereas his ſaid Pro- 
< vince of the Maſſachuſers- Bay has not hitherto taken any 
© Manner of Care in that Matter, tho? the like Provi- 
© ſton de generally made in his Majeſty's other Planta- 
© tions in America, which are under his immediate Go- 
© vyethntnent, notwithſtanding that divers of them are 
Ss much left able to do it: You are therefore to *

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< to the General Aﬀembly of his Majeſty's (aid Pro- 
< yince, and D to uſe your beſt Endea vours 
c with them, that an AR be paſſed for ſettling and eſta- 
© bliſhing fixed Salaries upon yourſelf, and others his

© Governors or Commanders in Chief for the Time 
© being, ſuitable to the\ Dignity of thoſe reſpeRive

I need fay little more about this Mitter, but leave 
you to judge whether this Inſtrustion has been comply'd 
with in the ſaid Ad, and if not, whether it was not 
contrary to the Inſtruction given in 1720, and confe- 
quently, Whether you can expetft his Majeſty will al- 
low it, there being no Words in the whole AR that have 
any Relation to that Part of the Title, which declares 
it, An AR for raiſing and ſettling a Publick Revenue 
© for and towards defraying the neceſſary Charge of the 
© Government, except theſa, Ant the whole of the Inte- 
© reſt of Four per Cent. per Annam ſhall be applied for 
© and towards defraying the neceſſary Charges of this 
© Government, and to and for no other Uſe whatſy- 
© ever. | 

If therefore you have any Regard for the Currency of 
thoſe Bills, and if you think that any Inconveniencies 
might happen to the Province by their Currency bein 
_ difcontinued, I muſt earneſtly recommend it to you to 
do the only Thing which I conceive can prevent the 
Diſallowance of the ſaid AR, which is to make an ex- 
planatory AR entirely conformable to the aforeſaid In- 
ſtrudtions of 1720 and 1716, and thereby to ſettle and 
aſcertain the ſaid Intereſt of Four per Cent, as Part of 
the Salarf of the Governor or Commander in Chief for 
the Time being, in ſuch Manner, that it may be applied 
and iſſued for that Purpoſe, as it ſhall come into the 
Treaſury from Time to Time,

and after mature Conſideration thereon, we cannot but 


apprehend, That the General Court in e e Act 


for raiſing and ſettling a Publick Revenue, Oc. ated 
agreeable to the Powers veſted in them, for making, or- 
daining, and eſtabliſhing Laws, Statutes and Ordinances, 
and impoſing and levying proportionable and reaſonable 
Aſſeſſments, Rates and Taxes for the neceſſary Support 
and Defence of the Government, and that that AQ is not 
contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of the In- 
ſtruQtions referred to by your Excellency, but is plainly 
couch'd in the Reſervation mention'd in one of them, 
and not inconſiſtent with, or contradictory to the other; 
and therefore we humbly conceive, That it is not need- 
ful to make any explanatory Act; the Intereſt of Four 


| Cent. which is the Net Profit ariſing by the ſaid Act, 


eing wholly appropriated to defray the neceſſary 
Charges of this Province; and if we ſhould, by ſuch an 
AQ, ſettle the. ſaid Four per Cent. as your Excellency 
oves, it would be fixing a Salary, which is concluded 
y this Houſe, to tend very much to the Hurt of the 
People of this Province, as we have often declar'd, and 
in this Opinion we (till fully are: But yet, as we have 
been very ready to ſhew our honourable Efteem and 


high Reſpect for your Excellency at your Arrival, and 
*till your Settlement, and in adorning the Province- 


Houſe, for your more pleaſant Entertainment. ſo we are 
very de ſirous that your Excellency may be ſtill Honou- 
rably ſupported ; and therefore would again entreat you 
to accept of the Fourteen and Sixteen Hundred Pounds, 
which this Aſſembly have fo chearfully granted, and 
which is ſo far beyond any ſuch Grants in this Province 
ever before: Which if your Excellency ſhould pleaſe 
to do, we cannot doubt but that ſucceeding Aſſemblies, 
according to the Ability of the Province, will be very 
ready to grant as ample a Support; and if they ſhould 
not, your Excellency: will then have an Opportunity of 


mewing your Reſentment, 


Immediately after the Delivery of this unſatisfactory 
Meſſage, the Governor adjourn'd the Great and General 
Court or Aſſembly to Salem, on Thurſday the 3 iſt of Octo- 
ger, when the Court being met accordingly, he made 


to them the following Speech, viz.

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Centlemen of the Council, and Houſe of Repreſentatives, 


tives for removing the General Court from Boſton, 
and I am as ready to ſatisfy you why I did it. I have 
for ſome Time had but too much Reaſon to think, that 
the general Inclination of the Inhabitants of that Town 
was againſt a Compliance with his Majeſty's 23d In- 
ſtruction, and that they uſed Endeavours to work upon 


the Minds of the Repreſentatives from the Country, 


to bring them into their own Way of Thinking : But 


it did not reſt long there, they thought fit at laſt to make 
a publick unanimous Declaration, at a Town-Meeting 
call'd for that Purpoſe, that they were againſt ſettling 


'a Salary : This unneceſſary Forwardneſs to make a Re- 


fuſal of his Majeſty's Demand their own AQ, and te 
ſet an Example of doing the like to the Towns in the 
Country, appear'd to me a very extraordinary Proceed- 
ing : It was at once chuſing to take that upon them- 
ſelves, which his Majeſty calls an undutiful Behaviour, 
and attempting to give the Law to the Country: In 
which laſt, I have the Pleaſure to obſerve, that they 
have had very little Succeſs, and that a Spirit of Pru- 
dence has ſhewn itſelf in declining ſuch a needleſs and 
omcious Step, better adapted to the Republick of Hol- 
land than to a Britiſh Conſtitution : I therefore thought 
it proper to adjourn the Court to ſome Place where 
Prejudices had not taken Root, and where, of Conſe- 
quence, his Majeſty's Service would in all Probability 
be better anſwer'd. 
Gentlemen of the Houſe of Repreſentatives, 

I was ſorry to find that you would not join a Com- 

mittee with the Committee of the Council, to conft- 


der my Speech of the iſt Inſtant : I cannot but believe, 


that the Aſſiſtance of the Board might be of Uſe to your 
Deliberations, and I have always obſerv'd a Readineſs 
in them to join with a Committee of the Houſe as often 
as you have ſent up to defire it. A Harmony between 
the Branches of the Legiſlature is more likely to contri- 
bute to the Publick Good, than keeping at a Diſtance 
from one another, FA, 

If the Act for raiſing and ſettling a Publick Reve- 
nue, and what has been already done in Conſequence of 
it, had been more carefully conſider'd, you would ſcarce 
have affirm'd, that the Act is not contrary to the true 
Intent and Meaning of the Inftruftions referred to by 
me, ſince it certainly could never be the Intent of 446 

fai 


OU are, no doubt, defirous of knowing my Mo- 
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ſaid Inſtructions, that the Money given for a Revenue, 
by a new Act, ſhould be apply'd only to the eaſing of 
the ordinary Taxes, as the Intereſt of Four per Cent. 
for the Firſt Lear, has already bern by the Tax Att of 
the laſt Seſſion : This ſhews plainly, that the Words, 
Raiſing a Publick Revenue, were intended only for a 


Shew. and not in Reality to do the Thing: It would | 


be a great Misfortune to this Act, if it muſt fall a Sa- 
Crifice to former Prejudices. You ſay that an expla- 
natory AR, to preſerve it, would be fixing a Salary, 
which, tho' ſo ſtrongly recommended by his Majeſty. is 
concluded by the Houſe to tend very much to, the Hurt 
of the People of this Province. I believe you have not 
fully confider'd of how high a Nature it is for you to 
charge an Inſtruction from his Moſt Gracious Majeſty, 
with being a Hurt to the People, a Bearing on their 
Privileges, in Prejudice of their Rights and Liberties, 
having a dire& Tendency to weaken, if not deſtroy their 
happy Conſtitution, and to declare a Compliance with 
it, a-Betraying the Rights and Privileges granted in the 
Charter, If all this ſhould appear without Foundation 
before a higher Legiſlature, I cannot think, without 
Concern, on the Conſequences it will have to your Diſ- 
ad vantage; and therefore I would earneſtly perſwade 
you, if poſlible, to re-confider with Care what has, per- 
haps, been too ſuddenly reſolv'd, that before it be too 
late, you may avoid ali the unhappy Effects which thoſe 


Meaſures may bring upon you.

T is with the greateſt Concern, that the Houſe of 
Repreſentatives obſerve your Diffatisfaction at their 
Proceedings from Time to Time; we aſſure you, nothing 
has riſen from Diſloyalty to his Majeſty, or Diſaffection 
to your Excellency, but purely from Faithfulneſs to 

the Intereſt of this Province. 

We are very much affected that your Excellency puts 
a Conſtruction ſo hard and ſo diſhonourable to us, upon 
our refuſing to ſettle a Salary, Oc. as to ſuggeſt we were 
influence'd' by the People in Boſton. In this Affair we 
ated very freely; and are perſuaded, the Reaſons that 
prevail'd with us to determine as we have, will go with 
us, guide and influence us, every where. N 
It has always been our hearty and ſincere Endeavour, 

to cultivate and eſtabliſn a Harmony between your Ex- 
cellency and this Houſe 3 and we are very ſorry you - 
have undertaken what is ſo very grievous to us, and 
burtful to the Province, as the Removal ef the Great 
and General Court from Bofton. We cannot but believe, 
that the AR made and paſſed May 25, 1698, (and which 
has had the Royal Approbation) eſtabliſning the Form 
of the Writ and Precept for calling a Great General 
Court or Aſſembly, together with the Return of a Con» 
ſtable, determines the Town-houſe in Boſton to be the 
only Place for convening, holding, and keeping Great 
and General Courts or Aſſemblies de Die in Diem, du- 
ring their Seſſion and Seſſions, unleſs an equal Power 
with that which made this Law, ſhould controul or 
alter it; eſpecially if we confider the long Practice and 
Underſtanding of the Law in this Senſe ; fur we find by 
the Records of this Court, that Anno 1721, when the 

Hon. Samuel Shute, Eſq; then Governor, by the Advice 
of ſuch of the Council as he could meet with on Occa- 
ſion of the diftreſſing*Circumftances of Boſton, by reaſon. 
of the Prevalency of the Small-Pox, thought it proper 
that the General Court ſhould fit at Cambridge, did then 
Propoſe, that they ſhould after wards come into ſome Act 
to make their Doings there valid; and did then give 
his Conſent to an Act or Reſolve, that paſſed both the 
other Parts of the Legiſlature, to capacitate and / qualify 
them to act validly in that Town: And did then alſo 
aſſure the Repreſentatives, that that Method for remo- 
ving the Court from Boſton to Cambridge, ſhould not be 
made a Precedent, and that the Occaſion of it was ex- 
Traordinary, and his only Deſign in it, to ſecure the 
Sf N Members 
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Members of the Court from the Infection of the Small. 
Pox, then raging in Beſton. „ 
Now, may it pleaſe your Excellency, what has been 
done at this Time, in removing us from Baſton, has 
been without any Reaſon given, beſides your Suſpicion, 


. which, we are very ſenſible, is without Foundation, 
and therefore very injurious to this Houſe : And ſuch a 


Removal is attended with very dangerous Conſequences, 


and may expoſe the Members of this Court ts inſup- 


portable Hardſhips and. Difficulties, to the great Diſ- 
ſervice of his Majeſty's Intereſt, and grievous Hurt and 
Damage of the Inhabitants of this Province, in many 
Reſpects, very eaſy to be diſcern'd, and needleſs to be 
particularly mention'd. 335 
The Caſe being thus, we think we ought (in Duty 
to his Majeſty, and Faithfulneſs to the People of this 
Province) to uſe all proper Means that the General 
Court may be return'd to Boſton, where, we humbly 
apprehend, by Law it ought to be, and where the Vali- 
dity of our Proceedings cannot be call'd in Queſtion, 
For this End it is, we now addreſs your Excellency, 
and earneſtly intreat your favourable Acceptance of 
what we offer, - and compaſſionate Conſideration of the 
deplorable Circumſtances of this loyal and dutiful, but 


yet diſtreſſed Province. 


On Friday the 15th of November, his Excellency was 
pleaſed to ſend the following Meſſage : | Fo. 


Centlemen of the Houſe of Repreſentatives, | 4.8 
Cannot imagine how you can expect that I ſhould 


1 ſhew the Concern which I am naturally inclined to 


have for your Eaſe and Conveniency, beſore you have 
ſhewn a due Regard for his Majeſty's Pleaſure, ſignify'd 
by his 23d Inſtruction: And if your Thoughts are ſtill 
the ſame that they were at Boſton, it only proves how 
deep Impreſſions were made upon you there; which I 
ſhall continue to hope will be remov'd in Time; and till 
that is done, I confefs, that your Profeſſions of Loyalty 
muſt appear unintelligible and unaccountable to me. 

As to your Reaſons. againſt the Power of adjourning 
you from Boſton, to another Place, it ſeems ſtrange to 
me that you repeat Arguments that were fully debated 
at a ſolemn Hearing in England, without taking Notice, 
that the King in Council determin'd the Point agaioft 


you, according to the Attorney and Sollicitor-General's

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Opinion, That the ſole Power of diffolving, proroguing. 
. i the General Court or Afembly, either - 
to Time or Place, is in his Majeſty's Governor: And 
that the Reaſons againſt it, from the Act of the 10th of 
King William, have no real Foundation, there being no 
Clauſe in that Act, laying any ſuch Reftraint upon the 
Governor, But in the Form of the Writ, the Word 
Boſton is mention'd, which muſt be underſtood by Way 
of Inftance or Example only, and not to limit the Power 
the Crown has of ſummoning or holding General Courts 
or Affemblies at any Place, fauch leſs of adjourning them 
from one Place to another, after they were fummon'd. 
Whatever Neglef& you ſhew of this his Majefty's Deci- 
fon, I will govern myſelf by it, as I am in Duty 
bound. I will only add, that the Abfurdity of taking 
that Ac as a confining of the Meeting of the Court to - 
Boſton, appears fufficiently, by the ſame A's mention- 
ing no Precept but for Suffolk; and f6 taking the A In 
2 (tri Senſe, no Repreſentatives ought to be return's 
but for SaffolÞ only ; whereas, in Reality, both Boſton + 
ant Suffolk can only be taken by Way of Inſtance, 'Be- . 
des, you may remember, that the Aﬀembly has met 
three ſeveral Times at 8 fince” the preſent 
Charter wis granted, and every Time by the Governor's 
Authority only 3 which has now been * and con- 
firmed by his Ma jeſty's Order in Council. 
And now, Gentlemen, fince you have ſo often alledg'd, 
that fixing a Salary is what you cannot do, in Faithful: | 
neſs to the Intereſt of the Province, as being contrary, 
to the Privileges granted to you in your Charter; 
think myſelf obliged to declare it to be my Opinion, 
that your Carter requires you to fix a _ on the Go- 
vernor for the Time being: Some of the Powers given 
to the Governor arid the General Court, are to eſtabliſh 
wholeſome, and reaſonable Orders, Laws, Je. for the 
neceſſary Support and Defence of the  Governinent, 
Power to do a _neceſfary play, Bon th indifpantkble 
Obligation to db it; and to fail in doing it, is'a Breac! 
of Condition: The Charter mentions, the Support and 
Defence, as two neceffary Things, and therefore it is 
your Duty to provide for them in a wholefome'and rea- 
ſonable Manner. If an Enemy was to attack any Part 
of the Province, and ruin and deſtroy fome of the Inha- 
bitants, would you then be at Liberty to raiſe or not 
raiſe Money for their Defence ; and woulT your ſaying 
chat you did not judge proper te do it, be : 
* & . - _ ea . 
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Plea in your Juſtification ; I believe it would be thought 
by all impartial Judges, that ſuch a Neglect was a For- 
feiture of the Powers repoſed in you, by not. uſing them 
when it became neceſſary. The Charter Jays the Obli. 
gation to ſupport the Government in the ſame Manner 


as that to defend it, and the Reaſon of it is of the ſame 
Kind; for while the executive Part of the Conſtitution 


is feeble, the Laws muſt loſe their Force, and the Pub. 
lick will ſuffer as much from inteſtine Diſorders, as it 
could do from an Enemy, Beſides, as the, Charter re- 
ſerves to his Majeſty. the Right of appointing a Gover- 
nor, nothing eould be more reaſonable than to take Care 
(as the Charter has done) to oblige the Legiſlature to 
ſupport him, that ſo he may be enabled to ſerve his 
Maſter, according to the Dignity of his Office. This 
is no more than what may be expected in Juſtice and 
Equity, and the Denial of it is an. Attempt to make 
the King's Appointment of a Governor jneffeQual, and 
to make him as much dependent on the People, as if he 
was to be elected by them. But to examine the Matter 
NiJl Further, I may ask, If the ſettling the Salary of a 


- Governor be not juſt and equitable, how came it to be 


Juſt. to ſettle the Wages of the Council and Repreſenta- 
tives, as has been lately done by Law ? Would it not 
Have been better to have waited *till each Seſſion was 
over, to ſee how much each Member of gither Houſe 
might deſerve, by voting with the Majority, and to 
allow. them Wages in that Caſe only; which is exactly 
the ſame Meaſure which the Houſe, purſued with Go- 


vernor Shute, when they inform'd him that they ex- 


peed the Bills to be paſs'd, before they ſhquld go upon 


Allowances. Such a Proceeding is ſo mean and Merce- 


| gary, that inſtead of being a Support of Government, 


it muſt neceſſarily undermine it, and bring it into 
Contempt. A oo 


I muſt therefore again earneſt] y recommend it to you, 
to make ſuch an Act for the Support of his Majeſty's 
Government, as your Charter directs; which you have 


not hitherto done: This will be the only Method. to 
deſerve his Majeſty's Favour, to ſhew your Faithful- 
neſs to the People, and to provide for my Eaſe as well

Extract of a Letter from Charles-Town, dated Oct. 5, 1 728. 


N the iſt of Auguſt, a dreadful Hurricane began 
here, the Wind at N. and N. by E. and by Seven. 
the next Morning it increaſed ſo, that 23 Ships then in 
our Harbour, were forced on Shore; by Two in the Af- 
ternoon, a New England Ship was drove from her An- 
chors on Shore, the Wind coming more Eaſterly, and 
from that Time for three Hours after, the Wind was 
moſt violent: Of all the Ships in our Harbour, only 
the Fox and Garland Men of War rode out this Hur- 
ricane. The Rice near the Sea-Coaſt was all ſpoil'd. by 
being overflow'd with the Salt Water; and tis thought 
this Town would have been deſtroy'd, had it been 
Spring Tides. Tis computed that about 1 500 Barrels 
of Rice, beſides Skins, were loſt. On the 2d, about 11 
at Night, the Wind gradually ceas'd. Many Sea-faring 
People were drown'd. Moſt of the Ships which were 
forc'd on Shore, have fince been got off, tho” at great 
Expence, and generally with Loſs of Maſts, Oc. If the 
Mary, Capt. Lovibord, is got off, as tis hoped ſhe will, 
the Captain is by Agreement to pay about 2001, Ster- 
ling. The Carolina Packet, Capt. Auſtin, overſet, and 
is bulged.

© from thence, leaving a Spaniſh Rear-Admiral, and 
© four Ships of 50 Guns in the Port, which were arri- 
© ved there from Cadiz. K 
The Speed well, Capt. Baily, and the Iſabella, Capt. 
Nowell, who about the Beginning of this Month arri- 
ved in the River, inform us, that they came to an An- 
chor yithin the Streights (the Wind being Weſterly) 
on the Eaft Side of the Neck of Land between Gibraltar 
and Spain; ſoon after which, the Spaniards fir'd ſeveral 
Shot at them, from à Battery. on the adjacent Shore, 
which obliged them to cut their Cables and ſtand off;

Weather been bad, ſhe muſt have been funk thereby: 
The next Morning the two Maſters ſent on Shore, to

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pleated the ſame, to their great Surprize, the Spaniards - 
nd at their Boats, and twas with the utmoſt 

that they got away with their Cables and Anchors, and 
' foon after, they got to Gibraltar, where they made Coma 
 plaint of their ill Treatment to the Governor. The Je- 
Bella was ſapply'd from his Majeſty's Stores with Plank 
to repair her Damage; and about three Weeks ago the 
Ships came from thence: They left the Canterbury, the 
Romney, the Roſe, and- three other Men ef War in the 
Bay of Cibraltar. Vice-Admiral Cawendift's Flag was 
hoiſted on board the Roſe, to which Ship the Admiral 
had removed: The Canterbury having loſt her Maſts in 
her Paſſage from England near the Bay of Biſcay, at 
which Time ſhe alſo loſt 20 of her Hands. The Storm 
was ſo violent, that the Sea made a free Paſſage over the 
Romney for a confiderable Time. Capt. Nowelt brought 
from Gibraltay in his Ship the I/abeila, Capt. Joſeph - 
Warren, late Commander of the Weſtmoreland, which 
left Jamaica the 1th of July laſt, bound for London, but 
was unfortunately loſt ſoon after, on the Coaſt of Florida.

WIA was only attack ꝰd by ſuch Writers, as moſt 
of thoſe whom I had Occaſion to oppoſe, and by Biſhops 
whoſe Reputation diſpenſed me from taking Notice bf | 
their Judgments, I was not troubled for their denying 
me their Approbation, and I was as much unconcer'd 
for their Cenſures as for their Praiſes. But it is no

of that Country. On the 10th, being the Anniverſary 
of his Britannick Majeſty's Birth-Day, the Earl of Cle. 
terfield, his Majeſty's Ambaſſador Extraordinary and 
Plenipotentiary, entertain'd at Dinner the Foreign Mi- 
niſters, and the Perſons of Diſtinction of this Repub- 
lick, at three very large Tables, placed in a great 
Room, which his Excellency had built for that Pur- 
py z and Yeſterday his Excellency gave a magnificent 
all and Supper to about 400 Perſons. At the ſame 
Time two Fountains of Wine, adorn'd with Illumina- 
tions, were running for the Populace; and the Muſick 
was playing *till Three o' Clock this Morning; ſo that 
this Feaſt and Entertainment for Sumptuouſneſs exceeded 
all that has been done of that Sort by any Foreign Mini- 
fer a long while, | 5 | | | 
The King of Pruſſia and the Prince Royal his Son, 
return'd the 4th Inſtant to Potſdam, from the Viſit they 
had made to the Prince of Anhalt at Deſſau. It is af. 
firmed, that his Pruſſian Majeſty is extreamly well 
pleaſed with the Succeſs of this Journey; the Reaſon. 
of which is as great a Myſtery ts the Publick, as the 
Occaſion of theſe Interviews. Some give out, at the 
ſame Time, that in this Journey the Prince Royal has 
accommodated himſelf to the King. his Father's Plea- 
ſure, as will very ſoon appear. They continue to make 
' conſiderable Additions to the Fortifications of Stetin, and 
other Fortreſſes in Pruſſian Pomerania; and the Swedes do 
the ſame on their Part, in the Places ſtill in their Poſſeſ- 
fion.

The Earl of Chefterfield's Feaſt upon Occaſion of the 
King his Maſter's Birth-day, is ſtill the Common Sub- 
Jett of Diſcourſe here. The firſt Day his Excellency 
entertain'd the Lords of our Regency. and the Foreign 
Miniſters; and tho' this Feaſt, for its Delicacy and

This Ce- 
remony being ended, his Excellency ſtept into the 
Coach of State of the Court, having Mr. Le Fort, the 
Poliſh Envoy, on his Side, the Great Maſter of the Ce- 
remonies ſitting oppoſite to him. The Coach was pre- 
ceded by the Harbinger of the Court on Horſeback, two 
Heidukes walking on each Side of the Coach, behind 
which, four Footmen of the Court did ride. The Li- 
very Servants of the Count de Wratiſlau, conſiſting of 
two Running Footmen, eight other Footmen, and twe 
Pages on Horſeback follow'd next.

That 
the Brewers ſhall be exempted from the Duty of one 
half Rixdoller per Ton on Malt; and that, to encourage 
every one to carry on their Commerce, and to make 
Trade revive again-in this Capital, his Majeſty will 
put his Cufloms on fuch a Foot, that every one ſhall 
have Reaſon to be ſatisfy'd, and none have juſt Cauſe 
to complain, Oc. The Inſpector-General of the King's 
Buildings has, by his Majeſty's Order, finiſh'd the Mea - 
Curing of the Streets of this City, ſo that we ſhall be.

1 Country was involv'd in Civil Wars, occa ſion'd 
by the Death of the Emperor Muley Iſhmael, who about 
that Time departed this Life at the Age of Ninety 
Years : The beſt Account we have yet had of the Revo- 
lutions occa ſion'd by his Death, is contain'd. in the fol- 
lowing Articles. | | | 
Targier, March 25, 1727. Muley Iſhmael, Emperor of 
Morocco, had been. dead two Months or more betore we 
knew it. As he. was far advanced in Years, and would 
ſee no Company, the Black Eunuch Barmacan, his Fa- 
vourite, who poſleſs'd all his Treaſures, and had the 
Direction of his Wives, cauſed his Corpſe to be em- 
balm'd, and conceal d his Death as long as he could, in 
hopes of being proclaim'd Emperor himſelf, - by the 
Force of his Money, and the Authority he had over the 
Militia, But one of the late King's Wives having diſ- 
cover'd the Fraud, the Populace enter'd vi O armis into 
the Palace, where they found the Corpſe embalmed, and 
ſacrific'd Barmacan and ten of his Accomplices to their 
Fury. All the King's Sons aſſembled immediately, each 
enceavouring to form a Party, Every Thing is in great

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Diſorder, and 'tis not believ'd that their Quarrel will be 
decided without the Effuſion of a great deal of Blood. 
Nobody is admitted into this City, or into F, Salle, 
Tetuan, or any other Place of the Kingdom, till a new 
Emperor is univerſally recogniz'd. | S. 
Some Advices from Tetuan add, That Muley Hamer 
Debi has been recogniz'd and proclaim'd Emperor of Fez 
and Morocco, in the Room of his Father Muley I/hmael, 
deceas'd ; that the Governor of Tangier has found Means 
to reduce the contrary Party, and that theTranquillity 
begins'to flouriſh again in thoſe Parts. Mean while other 
Letters ſay, That the whole Empire is ſtill in Trouble; 
that "tis true, Muley Hamet Debi, who reſided at St. Croix, 
beyond the Mountains, had been declared. Emperor by 
thoſe of his own Party, by reaſon of his complaiſant 
Behaviour, and his great Abilities. But that the Friends 
of his Brothers, who aſpired alſo each to the Regency, 
had found Means to put him to a cruel Death ; and that 
His Treaſury, and the Effects of all thoſe of his Party, 
were plunder'd, particularly the Baſha of Barmacan. 
Sallee, May 17, 1728. We have now receiv'd the fol- 
lowing and more exact Particulars of the Revolution 
that happen'd at Mequinez, fince the 18th of March laſt, 
That Day, Muley Hamet Debi was depos'd, driven out 
of the Palace, and brought to the Houſe he liv'd in be- 
fore he was King, where a Guard was ſet over him, to 
prevent his Eſcape. All this was done by an unanimous 
Conſent, and without firing one fingle Piſtol, by the 
cunning Management of the chief Eunuch Ben Margean, 
under Pretence of the King's exceſſive Diſſoluteneſs, 
tho” all his View was center'd in placing the ſaid King's 
Brother, Muley Abdelmeleck upon the Throne. The 
next Day, the 19th, great Conteſls aroſe about the Choice 
of a Perſon who ſhould ſucceed, Four Thouſand De. 
puties from the Army of the Negroes, compoſed of 
60.000 Men, and encamp'd 17 Leagues from Mequinez, 
being arriv'd there, to wait upon the King with Remon- 
ſtrances, were much offended at the Proceedings againſt 
Him; and as they ſhew'd a Reſolution to have him re- 
ſtored, they had like to have come to Blows ; but being 
with much ado appeaſed by rhe Grandees, and large 
Promiſes, they acquieſced. On the 2oth a great Coun- 
cil was held in the Palace upon the Choice of a King; 
the Negroes at firſt rejected Abdelmelec k, and propos'd an- 
other of his Brothers, becauſe they ſuppoſed that Abdel. 


- meleck hated them, for having loſt two Battles _

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them; but the cunning Eunuch knew ſo well how to 
manage them, by the Aſſurances” he gave them, that 
Abdelmeleck neither could nor would keep any Reſent- 
ment againſt them, that they readily came in; the ra- 
ther, ſince the chief Lawyers, whom he aſſembled for 
that Purpoſe, decided before them, that having on thoſe 
Occaſions obey*'d the Orders of the King, his Succeſſor 
could not in Confcience bear any Grudge againſt them on 
that Account. After that Deciſion, the Eunuch added, 
That it highly concerned the Tranquillity of the King- 
dom, to name Abdelmeleck in the Room of his Brother, 
fince otherwiſe he would continue waging War againſt 
him that ſhould be choſen, which by perpetuating the 
Troubles, might occafion the Dettruction of the King- 
dom. Ali yielded to theſe Reaſons, inſomuch that they 
reſolved to proclaim him King. And as he was abſent, 
they fent for his Son, aged about 15 Years, who was 
taken Priſoner laſt Year in the Battle his Father Joſt, and 
breught him to Mequinez., where Muley Hamet, his Un- 
cle, receiv'd him generouſly, and equipp'd him ſuitable 
to his Quality, Twelve Grandees were deputed to fetch 
him, who conducted him to the Aſſembly ina lately 
Coach of his Grandfather's, which the Eunuch ſent 
him. The General of the Army embraced him, lifted 
him above his Shoulders, and placed him upon a fine 
Horfe, crying out, Live the Truth, Live the Law of Ma- 
homet, Live Abdelmeleck ! which was echo'd by the 
whole Aſſembly. The ſame Proclamation was made in 
all the other Towns of the Kingdom without the leaſt 
Oppoſition. The young Prince was declared Regent *till 
his Father's Arrival, under the Conduct of Ben Mar- 
gean, to whom they gave full Authority over him. At 
the ſame Time Couriers were diſpatched to all Parts, to 
acquaint Abdelmeleck therewith, none then knowing 
where he was; but having ſoon after heard of that hap- 
po Revolution, he made his Entry into Mequinez, the 
= of April, amidſt the Acclamations of all the Inha- 
itants. | 

Santa Cruz, in Barbary, October 5. All Barbary is 
actually in the utmoſt Confuſion. Muley Hamet Debi 
and Muley Abdelmeleck, have fought two bloody Battles, 
both which the former gain'd. At the firſt Beginning 
he had many Malecontents at his Court, fo that Perſons 
of the greateſt Figure in his Empire revolted againſt 
him, and invited Muley Abdelmeleck, who was then at 
Taradante, to come to Megquinez,, where they crown'd 


2 him. 
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him. Scarcely had this new Emperor reigned two 
Months, before he called to an Account the Governors 
of the Provinces eſtabliſn'd by his Brother, made them 
pay great Fines, and put many of them to Death, par. 
ticularly two Negro Governors. The People, who had 
2 great Eſteem for them, refolved to revenge them. The 
Negroes had beſides, another Reaſon- to be diſcontented, 
that ſet them entirely againſt their new Maſter 5 which 
was, that he would not give them the ſame Pay his Fa. 
ther and Brother had allow'd them. The Relations of 
the Governors put to Death, improv'd ſo induſtriouſly 
thoſe Troubles, that they ſtirred up the Negroes to a 
Man againſt Abdelmeleck, and got together an Army ef 
60,000 Men. Muley Abdelmeleck drew up all his Troops, 
molt whereof were mercenary. The two Armies met 
between *Fez, and Megquinez,, fought eight Hours with 
equal Advantage, when the Whites, though ſuperior 
by 20000 Men, were entirely routed ; whereupon, the 
Negroes proclaimed Hamet Debi, whom they had before 
depoſed. His Competitor fled to Fx, where he had got 
his Treaſure ſecur'd before the Battle, raiſed a new Ar- 
my, and 18 Days after, encounter'd a ſecond Time Mu 
ley Hamet, who obtained a compleat Victory over him, 
This Advantage was follow'd by the Reduction of Me. 
8 by Storm, The Alcaide Mahomet Umbarry, had 
ſhut himſelf up in the Caſtle of that City, with 800 
Renegadoes, 1500 Slaves, and 2000 Regular Troops, 
who made at firſt a vigorous Reſiſtance, ſince by the con- 
tinual Fire of their Artillery they kill'd upwards of 
25000 Whites and Negroes, befides 530 Jews. But the 
Garriſon ſurrendring afterwards upon advantageous Terms, 
the Beſiegers broke through the Capitulation, and put 
them all to the Sword. The City was plunder'd, and 
the Inhabitants underwent many Outrages. The Fa- 
vourite of Muley Abdelmeleck, who was moſt inſtrumen- 
tal in getting him proclaim'd Emperor, was extended 
upon a Croſs, and had his Fleſh torn off by ſmall Pieces. 
The Negroes, after having ſatisfy'd their blood - thirſty 
Rage, went to beſiege Fex, where the dethron'd Prince 
had ſhut himſelf up, and threaten'd the Inhabitants to 
give them no Quarter, if they did not deliver up A“ 
delmeleck; which they refuſed : However, *tis not 
doubted but they have by this Time been compell'd by 
that numerous Army.

Now, that the former Part of the Queſtion has ng 
Foundation in the Laws of the Empire; and that the 
later Part is firmly, conſtantly, and unalterably groun- 
ded in them ; your Majeſty, though already ſatisty'd of 
the Fact, will be graciouſly pleaſed to give me Leave tg 
evince, by a brief Illuſtration of the Matter. 

For in the famous Treaties of Peace of Munſter and 
Oſnabrug, (which do not only ſettle the Order and Form 
of Government of the Empire of Germany, but are ma» MW 
nifeſily the beſt Security of the Peace of all Europe) con- 
cluded by the kindly Mediation and powerfy] Guaranty 
of the illuſtrious Crowns of France and Sweden, (Pars. 
graph 62 and 63, and Article VIII. Paragr. I and 2) are 
. theſe Words: 

All and every the EleQors and States of the Holy 
© Roman Empire, ſhall 'in ſuch Manner, and in ſuch 
© Terms, be maintain'd and confirm'd in their ancient 
c Rights, Prerogati ves, Liberties, Privileges, free Exer. 
c ciſe of their Territorjal Right i in Lands, Spiritual or 
© Temporal Regalia; and in the Poſſeſſion of all and 
every the ſame; that they never ſhall or may be any 
© ways diſturbed therein, by any Perſon, or under any 
© Pretence whatever. 

© They ſhall without Contradiction make Uſe of their 
Jus Suffragii, (Right of Voting) in.all the Conferen- 
ces that ſhall be halden upon Affairs of the Empire; 
particularly, in the making and repealing of Laws, 
the Declaring of War, impoſing of Taxes ; in the 
raiſing and maintaining of Forces, Building of new 
Fortreſſes upon the Frontiers at the Expence of the 
Empire, and providing the Old with Garriſons ; as 
6 alſo in the concluding of Treaties of Peace or Al- 
© liance, or Things of that Nature. And theſe or the 
© like Affairs ſhall never be tranſaRted for the future, 


2 nor permitted to be done, WI voted by the States aſ- 
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« ſembled in a free Diet. But before all Things, it 
e ſhall be free for each State at any Time to form Allian- 
ces, either among themſelves, or with Foreigners, for 
their mutual Preſervation and Safety ; but with this 
© Proviſo, That ſuch»Alliances be not levell'd againft 
c his Imperial Majeſty of the Romans, the Empire, or 
© the Peace thereof, nor in particular againſt this Tranſ- 
« aktion; but be conſiſtent with the Duty which every 
© one owes to his Roman and Imperial Majeſty, and to 
© the/Empire. | 7 | | 

And to the End there might never be any Miſunder- 
ſtanding about the Senſe of this Article, as if there were 
reſerved to the Emperor or Empire; a Right of Juriſ⸗- 
diction over the Regalia of the ancient Families of E- 
lectors and Princes, ſo confirm'd : to Perpetuity; it is 
provided in the ſtrongeſt Manner, ( Paragr. 112, 113, 
and 114, and Art. XVII. Paragr. 3, and 4, of the ſaid 


| Treaties.) 


© That againſt ſuch Peace or Alliance as above, or 
© againſt any Article or Clauſe of the ſame, no Sort of 
© Edits, Commiſſions, Inhibitions, Mandates, Decrees, 
© Reſcripts, Litiſpendentions, Deciftons, Sentences, or 
© the like, under any Name or Pretence whatever, ſhall 
© ever be produced, heard, or granted; neither ſhall 
© any Inhibitions, or other Proceſſes or Commiſſions, be 


© at any Time voted in Petitorio or Poſſeſſorio ; and that 


* thoſe who by Advice or Action contravene the ſame, 
© be they Clergy or Seculars, ſhall ip/o facto O jure, be 
© deem'd a Breaker of the Peace, and punifh'd as ſuch. 

Now, as this Proviſo is made in the moſt expreſs 
Terms, in Manner aforeſaid, and nothing can be more 
agreeable to right Reaſon, than that whatſoever an an- 
cient Prince of the Empire is to have and enjoy forever, 
without Diſturbance or Moleſtation, and particularly 
the Regalia belong ing to a Territorial Sovereignty, ſhall 
not, according to, thoſe Treaties of Peace, be ſubje& to 
any farther Juriſdiftion 5 the Emperor himſelf in the 
Capitulation ſworn to at his Election, Article XVI. has 
moſt ſolemnly promis'd, | DD | 

* That he would never, directly or indirectly, pubs 
* liſh or cauſe to be publiſh'd, grant or cauſe to be 
* granted, any Reſcript, Mandate, Commiſſion, or any 
Thing elſe, againſt the Peace of Religion, and ſecular 
Affairs, or againſt the Peace of the Empire, and Pre- 
* ſervation thereof, againſt the Treaties of Munſter and 
* Oſnabtug ; and farther, that he would not acquire any 
Fs. Thing 
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* Thing of any Man, contrary to the ſame; and if any 
© Thing of that Nature were ſpontaneouſly offer'd t. 
© him or his Houſe, he would not make Uſe of it: 
That if, notwithſtanding, any Thing of this Kind 
© ſhould be obtain'd and publiſh'd, the fame ſhould be 
void and null, and of no Force: And he does, by 
Virtue of this Article, null and make it void, for the 
Time preſent and to come; and obliges himſelf, if 
Occaſion required, to furniſh the aggrieved Party with 
© the needful authentick Atteſtations in Writing ; all 
without Charge or Trouble. 1 
By this true State of the Caſe, grounded in the afore. 
ſaid and ſeveral other Paſſages in the Fundamental Lass 
of the Empire, which cannot be inſerted here without 
being too tedious and prolix, his Imperial Majeſty does 
-not loſe the leaſt Tittle of his ſupreme Authority and 
Dignity ; for he knew before his Election, that he wa 
to be an Emperor and Head over all the ancient Families 
'of Princes and States of the Empire, who were for ever 
in veſted with ſuch inviolable Regalia and Prerogatives: 
Neither can he look upon it as derogatory from his Ho. 
nour or Juriſdiction, to put in Execution what he ws 
Pleaſed, once for all, to promiſe and ſwear, by Virtue WM 
of the Capitulation made at his Election, in Form of 
Contract, and Agreement, and in the moſt bindig 
Terms of all and will. | | 9 
But if, contrary to the foremention'd inconteſiable 
Grounds, the Imperial and Supreme Juriſdiction in real 
and eſſential Matters of the Regalia belonging to the 
ancient Families of Princes, muſt be deem'd competent 
and juſty in this Caſe, the very Foundation of the 
Treaties of Peace of Muſter and Oſnabrug will be de 
ſtroy'd, and the perpetual Confirmation of the other 
Fundamental Laws of the Empire repeated therein; and 
conſequently, in this Cafe, it depends upon the Ser. 
tence and Decifion of the Imperial Council, If, hou, 
and how long a Prince of the Empire may be maintain d ii 
his indiſputable Regal ia, or entirely deprived thereof ? 
And what ancient Prince of the Empire can or vil 
ever endure, that (which has been my Caſe) his ont 
Subjects ſhall refuſe to obey his Summons, though a 
company'd with free Paſſes under the Hand and Seal a 
their Prince; and abandoning their Habitations after! 
moſt flagitious Manner, wander from their own Coutt 
try to another, and ſubje& themſelves to a foreig 


Power, by whom they are entertain'd, and 8 
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More-eſpecially, when Men not only endeavour to 
involve him in a groundleſs Law-Suit with his own 
subjects; but alſo, under the trifling Pretence of a 
Conſervatorium, fall upon him with Fire and Sword; 
attack, purſue, and deſtroy his Troops in a hoſtile Man- 
ner, ſeize upon his Lands, People, and Revenues ; nay, 
moſt cruelly exerciſe the Regalia belonging to the Sove- 
reign, both in Spirituals and Temporals ; boldly perſe- 
vere in ſuch an Uſurpation and Violence from Year to 
Year ; and laſtly, put a Stop to his Rightful Govern- 
ment, and appoint an Adminiftrator in his Reom ? 

Now, if there be no other Protection or Remedy againſt 
theſe Things to be expected from the Holy Roman Em- 
pire, than by admitting their Juriſdiction in Affairs re- 
lating, to the Regalia, who have already, by their Ordi- 
nances, to the utmoſt of their Power, deſtroy'd them; 
and who infiſt upon a full and ample Submiſſion and 
Obedience in all Points, this muſt at leaſt be done incon- 
ſiſtently with the ancient invaluable, and (according to 
the fundamental Laws of the Empire) inviolable Rega- 
lia of the Party ſo obeying and ſubmitting ; and I ſhould 
then be forced to depart from the Alliances and Pactæ 
Ferpetua, made by me and my Anceſtors, and ſo ſfolemn- 
ly founded in the Laws of the Empire, and render my 
ſelf unworthy of them, and paſs for ever for a Breaker 
of Covenants. Wherefore, I have with a particular 
Confidence ſent the incloſed Extract for your Majeſty's 
Peruſal and Conſideration z who will ſee thereby, bow 
unwilling I ought to be, and how averſe I am, to bring 
ſuch a Burthen, upon my Conſcience, before God, from 
whom I have receiv'd, as well as other Princes, my an- 
cient and precious Rights and Regalia. | 

I think it altogether needleſs to make any farther Re- 
monſtrances to your Majeſty, who is the Poſſeſſor of a 
Throne and Crown, which, *till the: Eſtabliſhment of 
the Treaties of Peace of Munfter and Oſnabrug, did, in 
the moſt commendable Manner, maintain the reſpective 
Dignities and Privileges of the German Princes and States 
of the Empire; and a Prince beſides, who is deſcended 
from one of the moſt ancient Families. . On the contrary, 
I moſt earneſtly intreat your Majeſty to take my Affair 
and Concerns to Heart, according to the inviolable Fun- 
damental Laws of the Empire; and moreover to beſtow 
ſome ſerious Reflection upon the Deſigns which appear 
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but too plaiply to be carrying on in the Circle of Louer 
Saxony; and ſo to take my moſt righteous Cauſe in Hand, 
as Guarantee of the Treaty of Weſtphalia' above men. 
tion'd, together with the other contracting Powers 
therein, and all that wiſh well to the Preſervation of the 
common Welfare, that (in regard his Imperial Majefy | 
has been pleaſed to accept of my moſt humble Declara. 
tion and Parition, agreeable to the Laws of the Empire, 
and the Orders of the Circle; and his preſent Britanuick 
Majeſty has already declared, that he has nothing to do 
with what happen'd between his late Britannick Majeſty 
and me) I may be ſpeedily releas'd from my undeſerved 
Oppreſſions, reſtored to the peaceable Government of my 
Country, and receive a juſt and reaſonable Satisfaction. 
Your Majeſty's gracious Expreſſions and Aſſurances, 
ſhall ſerve me, upon this Occafion, as a Pledge of the 
moſt perfect Tranquillity ; wherefore, I with Confidence 
intreat your Friendſhip and Affection, and with the 
Higheſt veneration and Reſpect, conſlantly remain,

TIE Age of Religion in the Empire, of which 


\ Mention has been made in many of the former Re- 
giſters, continue to give great Uneaſineſs to the Imperial 
Court. The Emperor having, about the Middle of laſt 
Year, iſſu'd a Mandate, requiring the EleQor Palatine 
nts, 
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the Lordſhip, or Fief of Zwingenberg, fituate in his 
Territories, and of which his Electoral Highneſs had 
deprived them, and given the Poſſeſſion thereof to the 
Count de Wieſer, a Roman Catholick ; the Elector not 
only refuſed to obey that Mandate, but even oppoſed 
with Arms the Deputies of the Duke of Wirtemberg, 
and of the Biſhop of Conſtance, whom the Emperor had 
nominated his Commiſſaries to ſee his Mandate put in 
Execution; Upon this, the Emperor ifſu'd another 
Mandate, declaring therein, That unleſs the Lordſhip 
of Zawingenberg were reſtored to the Cohlers within two 
Months, the Elector Palatine ſhould be compell'd to it 
by Force of Arms; and that the Circles of Suabia, Fran- 
conia, and the Upper Saxony, ſhould be appointed Com- 
miſſaries for the Execution of this Mandate vi 63 armis. 
Notwithſtanding this menacing Mandate, the Elector Pa- 
latine, whoſe Intereſts the Roman Catholick Princes of the 
Empire ſeemed to eſpouſe, appeared hx'd in his Reſolu- 
tion to maintain the Count de Wieſer in the Poſſeſſion of 
that Fief, which was given to one of his Family, from 
whom he was lineally deſcended, by one of his Electo- 
ral Highneſs's Predeceſſors. However, the Emperor 
being inflexible in this Affair, the EleQtor Palatine was 
at length obliged to comply with the Imperial Mandate; 
and accordingly the Barons de Gohler were, the 23d of 
November laſt, put into Poſſeſſion of the Caſtle of Zavin- 
Lerberg, by Order of the Palatine Court, whoſe Troops 
retird quietly, together with Count Wieſer. N 
Thus this Affair of Zwingenberg was thought to be 


} fully determin'd, according to the Emperor's Mandate z 
but now *tis like to make more Diſturbance than ever,

| OV ace very ſenſible, without my entering into 4 | 
; Detail of the Matter, what great Pains we have 
been, at firſt, to obtain a Majority of Votes of the En.

maintain the Right we thereby acquir'd, in Re lat ion to 
the Affair of Zwingenberg, as well in the Diet, as at 
the Imperial Court. Neither can you be ignorant, that 
we obliged the Imperial Delegates appointed for the 
Execution, after they had penetrated into our Country 
at a Time when we leaſt thought of it, to return home, 
with a Saving to the moſt humble Reſpet due to his 
Imperial Majeſty ; and after we had found the moſt ear: 
neſt Inſtances and Piſſuaſions made to their Principals, 
agreeably to the Treaties of Peace, and the Laws of the 
Empire, of no Effect. You will likewiſe be pleaſed to 
remember, that the Emperor, upon the injurious Re- 
port, which the Delegates, and the reſtleſs Barons Von 
(zohler ſent to his Imperial Majeſty, without hearing 
what we had to alledge in our Defence as cuſtomary, 
loaded our Conduct with harſh and opprobrious Terms, 
treating us upon the Foot of a Breaker of the Peace, 
and a Prince that had thrown off the Obedience due to 
his Imperial Majeſty.

Whereupon, leſt Poſterity ſhould think us guilty of 
ſowing the Seeds of Diſcord between the Head of the 
Empire, and its Members, or rather, among the Mem- 
bers themſelves z we found ourſelf obliged, in order to 
prevent the greateſt Miſchiefs, to meet the Force that 
was pouring in upon us, and for the Sake of Peace, to 
chew the ſour Crab. But the Adverſe Party, perceiving 
themſelves thus powerfully ſupported on all Sides, grew 
ſo (tiff upon the Matter, that they would not harken 
to an Accommodation, tho' friendly propoſed to them,

Mean while, the Day approached, when the Dele- 
gates (who had liv'd at Heylzron for ſeveral Months, at 
our great Expence ) were to penetrate again into our 
Feodal Territories; and thus the Time for conſulting 
our Fellow-Electors and Princes falling ſhort, (while 
ſome People were ſurpriz'd at our Silence, which how- 
ever cannot be imputed to us as a Fault, becauſe we 
frequently receiv'd Advices from Vienna, that the Em- 
peror was inflexible upon the Article of the Execution, 
and even made it a Point of Honour) we were at laſt 
determin'd to ſend an Expreſs to his Imperial Majeſty, 
to declare that we would put the Baron Von Gohler in 
Poſſeſſion of the Lordſhip of Zwingenberg, by our own 
Officers ; with a Salvo, however, to the Right of our 
Houſe, and of a Third, Oc. . „ 

The Emperor receiv'd this our final Declaration very 
graciouſly, and communicated it by the ſame Expreſs 
to the Suabian Princes; with Orders to recall their De- 
puties from Heylhron, as ſoon as they ſhould hear from 
the Baron Von Gohler, and the other Parties concern'd, 
and likewiſe to ſend early Information of this Turn of 
Affairs to the Circles of Upper Saxony and Franconia, that 
they might order their deſign'd Auxiliatoria accor- 
dingly. | | 

Now, tho' we ſent an expreſs Meſſage to the Perſons. 
concern'd, both before and after the Arrival of the Em- 
peror's aforeſaid Reſolution, to come and take Poſſeſſion 
of the ſaid Lordſhip, before the Expiration of the Term 
fixed by the Imperial Commiſſion for that Purpoſe ; yet 
they did not think fit to appear within that Time, but 
wrote a Letter to us, even before the Emperor's Reſolu- 
tion was known, fo full of 98 and ſo ſhort of

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ede Reſpect due to us as their Lord Paramount, that 


we were obliged to ſend that Letter back. 

Nevertheleſs, they made a ſhift, at laft, to appear in 
Perſon at Zwingenberg, after the third Summons; and 
there they took upon them, with equal Pride and Inve- 
teracy, to get fo many Inſtruments enter'd in the Regi- 


ſter, that ſeveral Days were ſpent therein, which gave 


us Juſt Reaſon to alter cur Mind, and fruſtrate their

gracious Conſent pro conſtituto poſſeſſorio cum clanſulis exe- 
cutivis; which, by their own Acknowledgement, they 
ought to have made, in purſuance of the manifeſt Te- 
nour of the Emperor's moſt gracious Reſcript, and the 
Decree of the Imperial Commiſſioners; the rather, be- 
cauſe his Imperial Majeſty hid referved the ſame for 
the Count Von Wieſer, in Confideration of Improve- 
ments and other Things ; yea, and without giving due 
Notice of fuch their Poſſeſſion to the Delegates at Heyl- 
Þron, 5 | 
. On the other Hand, we received Information, that 
thoſe Delegates ſtood ( as it were) upon the Watch at 
Heylbron; and that the forward Petitioners (ſupported 
by them and the Gentry, no Doubt) had complained to 
to the Emperor, that we would not grant the Indepen- 
cy they demanded, nor depart from our ancient jura 
ſuperioritatis Territorialis, Centena & Prefidii, becauſe the 
Signatura Imperii had not made the leaſt Mention thereof. 
Wherefore, as it plainly appears by what is aboveſaid, 


that without any juſt Occaſion, but purely for the pub- 


lick Good, and to reſtore the Activity of the Diet as

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Declarations we ſent to the Emperor; and made a Con- 


ceſſion or two in relation to the Right of Parties, purely 
for the Sake of Peace, and to keep up the Reſpect due 
to his Imperial Majeſty, who had ſo great a Share 
in this Tranſaction; you would freely, and like a true 
Patriot, impart to us your Advice and Sentiments, after 
what Manner the Freedom of Votes, and the Majority 
of the ſame in both Communions, may be inviolably 
preſerv'd in the Aﬀembly of the States of the Empire, 
and the Right of ſeparating upon all Occaſions, (which 
thoſe of the Augsburg Confeſſion aſſume to themſelves, 
and is a mortal Stab to the Catholick Intereſt) may be 
effectually ſuppreſs'd. | 

For our Part, we ſee no other Method, but that in 
Caſe it is not yet judg'd proper to bring the Decree of 
the Imperial Commiſſon of January 27, 1728, upon the 
Carpet in due Form and Order, (which however we 
think neceſſary) another vigorous Remanſtrance ſhould, 
with the utmoſt Secrecy, and without Loſs of Time, be 
deliver'd to the Imperial Commiſſioners on the Part of 

the Catholicks, and ſupported by a verbal Declaration, 
to this Effect: | | 
That the Catholicks had moſt humbly confided in 

* his Imperial Majeſty's known Juſtice, that they ſhould 
© at length be heard; the rather, becauſe they thought 
they could not anſwer it to Poſterity, that they ſo eaſi- 
ly and filently put it in the Power of thoſe of the 
Augsburg Confeſhon, to annul at Pleaſure the Majority 
* of Voices of both Communions, ſo ſolemnly enter'd 
in the Regitter ; whereby they render the Reſolutions 
* taken by that Majority, together with the Relation 
* and Cor-Relation thereto, of no Effect, as often as they 
* think them diſad vantageous to the Proteſtant Intereſt, 
* And farther, That in caſe the Catholicks ſhould take 
the ſame Advantage, no Reſolution could ever be 
* pais'd by the Majority, but muſt always require an 
* Unanimity of Voices. 

Now, to induce the Imperial Court the more readily 
to come in to a favourable Reſolution upon this Subject, 
it is our Opinion, that no better Method can be made 
uſe of, than for the Catholick Envovs, or, at leaft the 
greateſt Part of them, to meet and to appear in the 
Council-Houſe at the uſual Time 3 but withal, to give

74, we took Notice of the 
Opening of this Seſſion, and inſerted the King's 
Speech to both Houſes, their Addreſſes to his Majeſty, 
and his Majeſty's Anfwers to the ſame. a 
Scarce ever any Parliament met at a more critical Jun- 01 
Eture than this Seſſion. The Britiſh Nation had, for many i 
Years paſt, been in a State of Uncertainty ; ſcarce know- F 
ing Friends from Foes, or, indeed, whether we had ei- pe 


ther. The Quadruple Alliance, which ſeem'd calcula - of 
ted to rectify the Treaty of Utrecht, by over-ſhooting ge 
the Mark, had a contrary Effect; for, by throw ing too 7. 
much Power into the Emperor's Scale, it weigh'd down an 
the Balance of Europe on his Side, which the former wi 

Tranſaction had poiz'd and fix'd, in as juſt an Equili . 
rium as human Affairs can admit of. On the other 
Hand, tho' the King of Spain came, or rather was forc d 
into this new Scheme, yet he brought both his old and 
freſh Reſentments to the Congreſs of Cambray; which, 
with much Difficulty, was ſet on Foat, under the miſ- 
match'd Mediation of Great Britain and France ; And 
being, ſoon after, exaſperated by a Perſonal Affront from 
the Moſt Chriſtian King, who ſent back into Spain the 
Infanta, to whom he was, in the moſt ſolemn Manner, 
betroth'd, and yet marry'd another Princeſs ; he rather 


choſe 
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choſe to throw himſelf into the Hands of a generous 
Enemy, than to depend upon uncertain, overbearing, 
and inſulting Friends. 


This produc'd the Treaty of Vienna, which, in Eng- | 


land, being highly reſented, and repreſented as porten- 
tous to the Liberties and Tranquillity of Europe, and 
threatning, in particular, the Trade, and even the Suc- 
ceſſion of Great Britain, begot the Counter-Treaty of 
Hanover But theſe unnatural Conjunctions having no 
real Cement, and being moſtly made up of different, if 
mot inconſiſtent Intereſts, had no other Effed, than to 
encourage the Spaniards to inſiſt on a conditional Pro- 
miſe for the Reſtitution of GiSraltar, and, under that 
Pretence, to lay Siege to that Place, and to commit all 
manner of HoſtiJities. and Depredations on the Britiſh 
Colonies and Merchant-Ships in the Meſt-Indies. By the 
ſeaſonable Succours ſent to Gizraltar, the indefatigable 
Vigilance and Induſtry of the Commanders and Engi- 
neers, the unparallell'd Reſolution and Valour of the 
Garriſon, and the conſtant Aſſiſtance of a Britiſi Squadron, 


that important Poſſeſſion was maintain'd, againſt all the 


Efforts of the Flower of the Spaniſi Troops, ſupported by 


a ſtupendous Artillery, But we were not equally ſuc- 


ceſsful in America, where our Admirals being, in ſome 
Meaſure, reſtrain'd and ſtinted to particular Services 
and Stations, could but faintly and occaſionally protect 
our Trade, During this Strugzle, our Allies look'd on, 
if not altogether unconcern'd, at leaſt unactive: While 


England, in this doubtful State of War or Peace, lay ex- 


poſed to all the Inſults, Calamities and Expences of an 


open War. When the Spaniards found they could not. 


get their Weſt-India Treaſure, but by coming to ſome 
Terms with Great Britain, who ſtill kept their Flota 
and Galleons block'd up, they at laſt ſeemed to comply 
with the Sollicitations of France, under whoſe Media- 
tion the Congreſs of Soiſſons was form'd 3 but which, 
towards the End of the laſt Year, produced nothing but 
a Project of a Truce, or (as others are pleaſed to call it) 


a Proviſional Treaty; to which, after all, the Court of

tion for an Addreſs, to return his Majeſty the Thanks of 
the Houſe for his moſt gracious Speech ; to congratu- 
Jate his Majeſly upon the happy Arrival of his Royal 
Highneſs the Prince of I/ales ; to acknowledge his Ma. 
jeſty's Goodneſs and Wiſdom, in avoiding all Difficul- 
ties and Delays, by concerting the moſt expeditious Me- 
thods of concluding, with Honour and Juſtice, the Ne. 
gotiations depending at Soiſſons; to expreſs their grate- 
ful Senſe of his Majeſty's tender Regard for the Eaſe and 
Intereſt of his People, in declining to plunge the Na- 
tion into greater and unknown Expences, as long as 
there is a Proſpect of obtaining a ſafe and honourable 
Peace; to aſſure his Majeſty, that this Houſe, fully con- 
vinced that his Majeſty's own Honour and the Honour of 
the Nation, are, above all Things, dear and precious 
to him, entirely relies upon his Majeſty to do himſelf 
and the Nation Juſtice, as ſoon as any proper Occaſion 
ſhall call upon him for it, and to Secure the Commerce 
of this Kingdom: With other Particulars relating to the 
ſeveral Heads of his Majeſty's Speech.

| ſand Men, the ſame was ſtrongly oppoſed by ſeveral 


ſeveral Gentlemen, particularly by William Pultency, Eſq; 
and Mr. Shipper, who, among other Arguments, urged, 
That a Standing Army was altogether inconſiſtent with 
our Laws and Conſtitution: That there is no Inſtance of 
anv regular Force kept in England in Time of Peace, 
before the Unfortunate Reign of King Charles I. That 
the Armies that were raiſed in former Days, either to 
ſuppreſs inteſtine Commotions, or for foreign Service, 
were always disbanded immediately after thoſe Occafions 
were over. That the Army in King Charles the 1fts 
Time, prov'd no leſs fatal and Oppreſſive to the Par 


liament that rais'd it, than to the King himſelf, whole 


Head they cut off: For tho' thev were raiſed in Detence 


of Liberty; yet they ſerved at laſt to ſupport an Uſur- 
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er, and to eſtabliſn an arbitrary military Government. 
That the Army King James II. raiſed, was the primary 
Cauſe of his Misfortunes, as it rouzed the true Engli/h 
Spirit, and created thoſe Fears and ſealouſies, which his 
ſubſequent Acts of Power and Bigottry made afterwards 
appear to be but too well grounded. That the Nation 
were ſo ſenſible of the Dangers they had eſcaped, by 
the ſeaſonable coming over of a Deliverer, that one 
Fundamental Article, for the Eſtabliſhment of our Li- 
berties, in the Bill of Rights, is, That the keeping up a 
ftanding Army in Times of Peace, is contrary to Lany. 
That, accordingly, after the Peace of Ry/wick, the 
greateſt Part of the Army was disbanded ; and tho? 
upon the juſt Fear of a new War, the Pacliament com- 
plemented King William with an Eſtabliſhment, of Ten 
Thouſand Men, yet the ſame was not obtain'd without 
Oppoſition : Many honeſt and ſober Men, among the 
warmeſt Sticklers for the Revolution, looking upon it 


| as an Encroachment on our Liberties, and being juſtly 


apprehenſive it would prove a dangerous Precedent, 
That during the late War, our Land Forces, together 
with thoſe in our Pay, amounted to above Two Hun- 
dred Thouſand Men, the Load of which ſtil] lies heavy 
upon us: But after the Peace of Utrecht, there was a 
general Reduction, except about Twelve Thouſand Men. 
That upon the late King's Acceſſion, when the Rebel- 
lion broke out in Scotland and England, the Army was, 
indeed, augmented with ſeveral Regiments, and other 
additional Troops; but theſe were again reduced not 
long after. That in the Year 1727, upon the Proſpect 
of the great Dangers that were apprehended from the 
Treaty of Vienna, an Augmentation of about Eight 
Thouſand Men was moved for in this Houſe ; but the 
ſame was warmly oppoſed ; nor was it granted but upon 
Aſſurance that this Ex pence ſhould ceaſe, as ſoon as the 
extraordinary Occafion that call'd for it, was over. 
That the Event has ſhewn; that moſt of theſe Dangers 
were ill grounded, and chimerical, the Court of Vienna 
having readily agreed to Preliminaries, that have been 
Jook'd upon as a ſufficient Foundation for a general Paci- 
heation. That, at the Sollicitations both of the Empe- 
ror and King of France, the King of Spain being pre- 
vail'd upon to come into the ſame Meaſures, the Con- 
greſs of Soiſſons was form'd, in which, it ſeems, a Pro- 
vifional Treaty has been negotiated, among the Miniſters of 
ite principal Powers, Parties to the Treaties of Hanover 


and 
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and Vienna, which has been approved of by his Majeſty, and 
his Allies, not without reaſonable Hopes of the Concurrence 
of the Courts of Vienna and Madrid. That therefore this 
ſeem'd a moſt proper Time to retrench our annual Ex. 
pences, and by uſing the moſt exact Economy, ſhew, 
they were willing to eaſe the Nation of the immenſe 
Load of Debt that lies upon it. That beſides the pre- 
ſent Eſtabliſhment for Guards and Garriſons in Great 
Britain, the Forces in Minorca, Gibraltar, and the Wet. 
Indies, we pay for 12000 Heſſian Auxiliaries, and Subſi- 
dies to the King of Sweden, and the Duke of Wolfen. 
puttle ;, and ſince, by the Situation of the Publick Af. 
fairs, it was apparent, that thoſe extraordinary Expences 
might, with Safety, be leſſen'd, -they ought to begin 
with reducing, if not all, at leaſt part of the Additio- 
nal Forces that were raiſed two Years before : Conclu- 
ding, that his Majeſty was entirely poſſeſs'd of the 
Hearts of his People, wherein his belt Security is : But 
if any Thing could leſſen their Affections to the pre- 
Tent happy Settlement, and make the Nation jealous 
and apprehenſive of Dangers to our excellent Conſtitu- 
tion, it would be to ſee ſuch numerous Forces kept up, 
while there was no manner of Buſineſs for them, either 


at Home or Abroad. 


To this it was anſwer'd, in general, by the Courtiers 
That Arguments againſt Standing Armies, drawn from 
antient Times, were foreign and unconcluſive, ſince, in 
thoſe Days, there were no regular Forces kept up in any 


Part of Europe ; Whereas, at preſent, there is no King: 
dom nor State without them. That the ſuppoſed Incon- 


veniencies and Dangers from Standing Armies ought not 


to be of any Weight, ſince more Inſtances might be pro- 


duc'd of their being beneficial than of their being hurt- 


ful: For many States, and, in particular, the Republick 


of Holland, owe the Preſervation of their Liberties to their 
regular Troops ; and others have been enſlaved by en- 


croaching ambitious Neighbours for want of them. That 
the Body of Forces now on the Eſtabliſhment, though 


Jarger than in former Times, could give no Jealouſy or 


Umbrage to any reaſonable Engliſhman z for, if it de. 


ſerves the Name of an Army, it is but an Annual and 
Parliamentary Army, under the ſevereſt and ſtricteſt 
Diſcipline, and not only dependent upon, but ſubſer- 
vient and uſeful to the Civil Power; and therefore it 


was no leſs unjuſt than abſur'd, to entertain and infuſe 


Apprehenſions from ſuch an Army, Th 
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to the Caſe before them; as long as the main Reaſons, 
for which our National Forces were encreaſed, ſubſiſted, 
ſo long, in Prudence, ought that Addition to be kept 
up. That the publick Affairs have now, indeed, a 
fairer Aſpet than ſome Years ago, yet no reaſonable 
Man would have the Army reduc'd before a Peace is ful» 
ly concluded. That a proviſional Treaty for that Pur- 
poſe had been concerted at Sozſſons, and approved of by 
his Majeſty and his Allies: But as this Project was not 
yet accepted, either by the Court of Vienna or that of 
Madrid, the Fate of Europe was till undetermin'd ; 
and therefore to reduce our Forces in ſuch a State of Un- 
certainty, which, of courſe, implies Danger, would be 
the higheſt Piece of Folly, and expoſe the Nation to freſh 
Inſults and Depredat ions from the Spaniards, 

This is the Subſtance of the Reaſons offer'd by the In- 


terlocutors on both Sides, who were, moſt of them, the

In January following, the Secretary to the Lords of 
the Committee by their Order, adviſes the ſaid Sir 
Thomas Lynch, That he had acquainted him with their 
Lordthip's Pleaſure fully, concerning cutting of Log- 
wood, and that they did altogether allow of the ſame, 
provided thoſe Rules were obſerv'd, which they had 
formerly directed, and which were agreeable to what 
the ſaid Governor himſelf had already mentioned. 

This Allowance of carrying on the Trade as aforeſaid, 
gave freſh Vigour to thoſe engaged in it, tho' about this 
Time the Spaniards began to interrupt them in the 
Proſecution thereof, and to diſpute their Right to that 
Liberty they had ſo long quietly enjoy'd. 

For we muſt inſiſt on it, as an undoubted and uncon- 
teſted Fact, that from the Publication of the Treaty in 
1667, untill about two Years after the Concluſton of 
the American Treaty, the Logwood Cutters had never 
been in the leaſt diſturbed or moleſted in their Employ- 
ment, either directly or indirectly; nor does it ap- 
pear, that the Spaniſh Governors took any Umbrage at it, 
gr made any Complaint about it; much leſs did they 
pretend to an excluſive Right, or that it was contrary 
to the Laws of their Commerce. ; 

Nay, ſo far were they from expreſling any Reſent- 
ment on this Account, or making it a Pretence to juſtify 
the firſt Hoſtilities they committed, in Violation of the 
Treaties both of 1667 and 1670, That when Sir Tho- 
mas Lynch ſent to Don Fernando Franciſco Deſcavedo, the 
Governor of St. Franciſco de Campeachy, to demand Satiſ- 
fiction for two Engliſh Ships which had Logwood on 
Board, and were taken by ſome Spaniſh Men of War; in 
bis Anſwer to that Charge on the 6th of April 1672, 
he takes no Notice of our cutting Logwood, or that 
thoſe Ships had any on Board, or that we had ſettled 
on the Laguna de Terminos, nor had he any other Com- 
plaint to make by way of Retalliation, ſave that an 
Engliſh Veſſel had taken a Spaniſh Bark at the Laguna 
de Terminos bound to Tobaſco, which is the more re- 
markable, becauſe the ſaid Laguna was, at that Time,

Pleron, jun. and Mr. John Ellerker, Priſoners in Newgate, 
for being guilty of notorious Bribery and Corruption, 
in order to procure Fllerker Brad/haw, Efq; to be elefted 
for Beverley in Yorkſhire, petition'd the Houſe for their 
Enlargement ; but inſtead of regarding their Petitions, 
the Commons ex preſs'd ſuch a high Reſentment of ſuch

The ſame Day two Petitions of divers Merchants 
trading to Portugal, Spain, and Italy, &c. were pre- 
ſented to the Houſe and read, complaining of great

therefore praying the Conſideration of the Houſe, and 
ſuch Relief as to the Houſe ſhall ſeem fit. Theſe 
Petitions were referr'd to the Committee of the whole 
Houſe, before whom it was order'd, That the Peti- 
tioners ſhould be heard, if they thought. fit. No doubt, 
theſe, and other Petitions of the ſame Nature, were 
extreamly grating and ungrateful to ſome Men in Power, 
whoſe Under-Agents, in ſeveral publick Writings, had 
of late endeavoured, not only to extenuate and repreſent 
as inconfiderable the Loſſes of our Merchants, but even, 
in ſome Meaſure, to juſtify the Depredations of the 
Spaniards, upon thoſe of Jamaica; which juſtly raiſed 
the Indignation and provoked the Reſentment of 
all the Trading Part, and, indeed, of the whole Britiſuß 
Nation, But (as I have ſomewhere obſerv'd) it is a 
Misfortune for Miniſters of State to be ſometimes 
obliged to employ, at leaſt connive at Mercenary Scrib- 
lers, who generally overſhoot their Aim, and, in the 
End, bring Scandal and Reproach upon their Maſters. 

Be that as it will, the ſame Day, the Commons, in a 
Committee of the whole Houſe conſider'd further of the 
petitions of divers Merchants and others, intereſted in 
the Britiſi Plantations in America; proceeded to the fur- 
ther hearing of the Petitioners, went thro' the Evidence, 
and, at laſt, after ſome Debate, put off the further Con- 
fideration of that important Affair to that Day Seven- 
night ; but in the mean Time, came to a Reſolution, 
which being the next Day (March 14) reported by Mr. 
Vinnington, Chairman of this Committee, was agreed 
to as follows: 8 

That from the Peace concluded at Utrecht, in the 
Year 1713, to this Time, the Britiſi Trade and Navi- 
gation to and from the ſeveral Britiſh Colonies in 4me- 
rica, has been greatly interrupted by the continual De- 
predations of the Spaniards, who have ſeiz'd very valu- 
able Effects, and have unjuſtly taken and made Prize of 
great Numbers of - Briti/k Ships and Veſſels in thoſe 
Parts, to the great Loſs and ; of the Subjeas 
of this Kingdom, and in manifeſt violation of the 
Treaties ſubſiſting between the two Crowns. | 

After this, Mr. Vinnington (by Direction from the 
Grand Committee) moved, and it was accordingly Re- 
lolo d nemine contradicente, That an humble Addreſs be 
preſented to his Majeſty, to deſire his Majeſty will be 
viouſly pleaſed to uſe bis utmoſt Endeavours to pre- 
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vent ſuch Depredations ; to procure juſt and reaſonable 
Satisfaction for the Loſſes ſuſtain'd ; and to ſecure. ty 
his Subjects the free Exerciſe of Commerce and Navi 
gation to and from the Britiſh Colonies in America. 
The Commons, with their Speaker, having attended 
the King with this Addreſs, on Monday the 171th d 
March, his Majeſty was pleaſed to return the following 
moſt gracious Anſwer, 


Gentlemen, „„ 

L Have always had the greateſt Regard and Concern 
4 for the Commerce and Navigation of my King. 
© doms; I am ſenſibly affected with the Loſſes uf. 
* tain'd by my Trading Subjects; I have upon all pro 
per Applications given the ſtricteſt Orders for procuring 
© juſt and reaſonable Satisfaction; and you may be af. 
© ſured, That I will uſe my beſt Endeavours to anſwer 
© the Defires and Expectations of my People, upon an 
Affair of ſo much Importance. 

This Anſwer was fo agreeable to the Commons, 
That upon the Report of it to the Houſe, the next Day 
(March 18) they reſolv'd to return his Majeſty the 
Thanks of the Houſe for it, by another Addreſs. 

But what paſs'd the ſame Day (March 18) in the Houſe 
of Peers was not ſo agreeable to the Court: Their 
Lordſhips, in a full Houſe, having canſider'd df 
the State of the Nation, particularly with relation to 
the poſitive Demand made by the Court of Spain, for 
the Reſtitution of Gibraltar, grounded on a Letter writ- 
ten in the Year 1721, by his late Majeſty to the King 
of Spain; A Copy of that Letter in French, with the 
Trapflation of it in Engliſh, having, with other Papers, 
been laid before the Houſe, the ſaid Tranſlation was 
read, ag follows: 


Sir, My Brother, 
Have learn'd with great Satisfaction, by the Report 
of my Ambaſſador at your Court, that your Majeſty 
is, at laſt, reſolv'd to remove the Obſtacles that have 
for ſome Time delay'd the entire Accompliſhment of 
oyr Union.

3. We think it is incumbent upon us to take particu- 
lar Care, that our Right to it ſhould not in the leaſt be 
preearious, becauſe we apprehend we have great Reaſon 
to fear, that the King of Spain's Allies are very. deſirous 
to have it again in his Hands; and no Reaſon at all to 
believe, that our own Allies are ſollicitous to have it 
continue in ours. If there ſhould be the leaſt Room 
left, upon a Peace, for the King of Spain's Pretenſions to 
it, from any looſe or doubtful Expreſſions, we are ap- 
prehenſive it may lay a Foundation for Uneaſineſs and 
Animoſity, and might interrupt a perfect Harmony be- 
tween us and a Nation whoſe Friendſhip muſt always 
be of the greateſt Advantage to us : We think, our 
Zeal to preſerve our Title to it in that moſt effectual 
Manner we propoſed, would have terrify'd any wicked 
Miniſters, even from the Thoughts of giving it up; it 
ever we ſhould be in ſuch wretched Circumſtances, as 
to have any who might think a War more dangerous to 
themſelves than the Nation; and who might, for that 
Reaſon, be tempted to purchaſe an inglorious Peace, at 
the high Price of ſo valuable a Part of the Britiſh Do.

Mr. Huggins has own'd, that ſo many Priſoners had 
eſcaped during the Time he was Warden, that it was 
impoſſible to enumerate them, he having kept no Liſt 
of the Perſons ſo eſcaped. By his own Confeſſion, Oliver 
Reed made his Eſcape when there was a great Funeral, 
and whilſt the Doors were open he went off; but after. 
wards being retaken, the ſaid Huggins ſent him to a 
Spunging-houſe, kept by Richard Corbett, one of the 
Tipſtaffs belonging to the ſaid Priſon, where he was 
lock'd up, iron'd, and ſtapled down by his Order, tho 
not condemned by any Court of Juſtice. And in the

the Priſoners committed to his Care by his Patent ; and | 
hath not, as he himſelf confeſſeth, ever had any au- 
thentick Liſt of the Priſoners in the Rules deliver'd 
him 3 ſo he cannot have executed the Truſt of keeping 
His Priſoners in ſafe Cuſtody, when he did not know 
who or where they were. The ſaid Bambridge, who,

The Defire of Gain urg'd Mr. Bambridge to the prece- 

ding Inſtances of Cruelty ; but a more diabolical Paſſion, 

that of Malice, animated him to oppreſs Capt. David 
Sinclair.

cuſe for the Cruelties which he intended to inflict u pon 
him. But Captain Sinclair was perfectly ſober when 
the ſaid Bambridge ruſhed into his Room with a Dark 
Lanthorn in his Hand, affifted by his Accomplices, -©- 
James Barnes and William Pindar, and ſupported by his | 
uſual Guard, arm'd with Muskets and Bayonets, and 
without any Provocation given, run his Lanthorn into 
Captain Sinclair's Face, ſeiz'd him by the Collar, and 
| told him he muſt come along with him : Captain 
Sinclair, though ſurpriz'd, asked for what, and by 
| what Authority he, ſo treated him? Upon which 
| Barnes and the reſt ſeiz'd the Captain, who ſtill defiring 
| to know by what Authority they ſo abuſed him; Ban- 
bridge groſly inſulted him, and ſtruck him with his Cane 
on the Head and Shoulders, whilſt he was held faſt by 
Pindar and Barnes. Such baſe and ſcandalous Uſage of 
this Gentleman, who had in the late Wars always ſigna- 
liz d himſelf with the greateſt Courage, Gallantry and 
Honour, in the. Service of his Country, upon many the 
moſt brave and deſperate Occaſions, myſt be moſt ſhock- 
ing and intollerable z yet Captain Sinclair bore it with 
Patience, refuſing only to go out of his Room unleſs he 
was forced; whereupon the ſaid Banbridge threaten'd to 
run his Cane down his Throat, and order'd his Guard to 
fab him with their Bayonets, or drag him down to the 
Dungeon, call'd the Strong Room x the latter of which 
they did, and Bambridge kept him confin'd in that damp 
and loathſome Place, till he had loſt the Uſe of his 
ä Limbs and Memory, neither of which has he perfectly 
| recover'd to this Day. Many aggravating . 
| were uſed to make his Confinement more terrible ; and 
when Bambridge found he was in Danger of immediate 
| Death, he removed him, for fear of his dying in Du- 
reſs, and cauſed him to be carry'd in a dying Condition, 
from that Dungeon to a Room where there was no Bed 
or Furniture; and ſo unmercifully prevented his Friends 
having any Acceſs to him, that he was four Days with- 
| out the leaſt Suſtenance. The Captain apply'd for Re- 
5 medy at Law, againſt the ſaid Cruelties of Bambridge, 
had procured a Habeas Corpus for Witneſſes to be brought 
before the Seſſion of Oyer and Terminer, when the ſaid 
Bambridge, by Colour of his aſſum'd Authority as War- 
den, took the ſaid Writs of Habeas Corpus from the Off- 
5 cer, whoſe Duty it was to make a Return of them, and 
commanded him to keep out of the Way, whilſt he * -

be could not deter by Threats, or prevail with, by Pro- 
miſes, to go from the Truth. Captain Sinclair had 
' Temper enough to bear patiently almoſt inſupportable 
Injuries, and to ſry himſelf for a proper. Occaſion, 


when .

But the faid Bambridge has forced others by Wrongs 


and Injuries beyond human bearing, to endeavour the

It was not the only Deſign of the ſaid Thomas Bam-

"Bridge to extort Money from his. Priſoners, if they ſur- 


vived his inhuman Treatment; but he ſeem'd to have 
a further View, in Caſe it cauſed Death, of poſſeſſing 
himſelf of their Effects. One remarkable Proof of 
which is as follows: Mr. John Holder, a Spaniſh Mer- 


chant, was a Priſoner in the Fleet, and had a Room 


which he fitted up with his own Furniture, and had 
with him all his Books, Accounts, and Writings, and 
other Effects, to the Value of about 30,0007. Mr. Ban- 
bridge by Force turn'd the ſaid Mr. Holder over to the 
Common Side, and took Poſſeſſion of his Room in 
which all his Effedts were. Mr. Holder remonſtrated 


ſtrongly againſt this Uſage, and Bambridgè refuſing to 


reſtore him to his Room, or Poſſeſſion of his Effects, he 


made a proper Affidavit, in order to apply to the Judges 


for Relief, and declared that he feared his Effects might 
be imbezilFd whilſt he was thus unjuſtly forced from 
them; and that he feared Bambridge's. cruel Treatment 
of him would be the Cauſe of his Death: The Miſe- 
ries of the Common Side, which he dreaded, had ſuch 
an Effe& upon bim, (being a Man of an advanced Age, 
and accuſtomed to live in Eaſe and Plenty) that it threw 
him into ſuch a Fit of Sickneſs, as made his Life de- 
ſpaired of; and in his Illneſs he often declar'd, That 
the Villain Bambridge would be the Occaſion of bis 
Death. Which proved true; for Bambridge finding Mr. 
Holder like to die in the Dureſs which he had put him 
into (for his own Sake, to avoid the Puniſhment in- 
flicted by Law upon Gaolers, who ſo inhumanly de- 
ſtroy their Priſoners) permitted him to be carry'd back 
to his Room, where, in a few Days, he dy'd of "

tr Reformation of the Highlands and Iflands, and Ma-

They renew'd the Recom- 
mendations to all the Pariſhes within the Bounds of the 
Synod of Fife, Perth and Stirling, Angus and Mearns, 
and Aberdeen, yet to contribute towards building the 
Bridge over the Weſt Water of Naver, and recommen- 
ded to all the Parifhes within the Synods of Murray and 
Roſs, alſo to contribute for that End. | 

His Majeſty having granted Letters Patent appointing 
a voluntary Contribution towards enabling the City of 
St, Andrew's, to rebuild their Harbour, the Aſſembly 
appointed all the Miniſters within this Church, when 
the ſaid Royal Brief is intimated, to exhort their 
People to contribute liberally 3 and the Commiſhon 
order'd the Collectiens to be made the 2oth of July 
next. The Aſſembly having referr'd ſeveral Petitions 
to the Conſideration of their Commiſſion, in regard they 
could not diſpatch the whole of their Buſineſs them- 
ſelves; the Moderator made a Speech to the Aſſembly 
and his Majefly's Commiſſioner, to which his Grace 
made a Return.

Which three Bailiwicks, worth a great deal more than 
the Sum lent, remain in the Hands of the Nobility .
